not, with all Civility, he may borrow ſo 
ſmall a Part of an Hour of them, while he 
ſays his Prayers. This Cuſtom, if gene- 
rally olſerv d, would ſoon bring Religion, 
and Religious Perſons into Credit, Honour 
and Veneration; and, 1 hope, no Man will 
be ſo uncharitable, as to think, that 
while I thus recommend ſet Hours ſor 
Devotion, I am ſo ſuperſtitions as to put 
any Truſt in the bare Recital of à feu 
Pſalms, and Prayers, and Hymns, at 
fuch and ſuch preſerib'd Times, but that

there are no true Fruits of: Piety among 
thoſe of that Communion, nor any Helps. 
to Heaven can come from thence. But 
theſe Perſons ſhould conſider, that there 
are Three Sorts of Men in that Church, 

who are not ſo accountable for the Errors 
and Corruptions thereof. Some thro the 
| powerful Influence of Education, and the 

invincible, or almoſt invincible Tgno- 

rance, that attends it, do not diſcern the 
great Faults of their Church, and God 
being merciful to ſuch Mens Miſtakes, 

gives them his Holy Spirit, by the A 

 fiſtance whereof they bring forth the. 
Fruits of true Piety; and among theſe- 
we may find many Perſons eminent for 
Flumility, Purity, Charity, Devotion, 
Gentleneſs, Self-denial, and Reſignation, 
and other Chriſtian Graces , and where 
we find Men in dangerous Communions, ſo 
Secured againſt the Dangers of them, by 
the ſpecial Favour of God, we ought to 
magnifie his Gaodneſs, and their Exam- 
ples ought 10 provoke us to Emulation, 
aud to imitate, or rather out-do the Pat- 
terns they ſet us in good Works. 

Some there are again, who knowing the 
controverted Doctrines and Practices of 
their Church, and the heavy Charges we 
juſtly lay upon them, yet thro the Mo- 
Ws a 3 fy, 
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deſty, and Humility of their Temperss 
join d with a credulous Charity, and great 
Admirat ion they have for that Church, 
upon the Account of ſome * glaring, but ac- 
cidental Adyantages which other Churches 
want, they are unwilling to enter into a 
thorough Examination of the Points in 
Controverſie, thinking it the ſafeſt way 
to make no ſtrict Reſearches, but deny 
their Uuderſtandings in ſome Things, as 
they do their Wills in others, in ſubmiſ- 
fion to their Church s Authority, and ty be- 
lięve, as fhe doth. 1 bis, as I gueſs, from 
Jome Expreſſions in the Thurlday Of- 
fice, of the Unreform'd Devotions, was 
the Caſe of that humble and charitable. 
Gentleman, who was the Author of theſe 
Devotions. He thought it hard to charge 
a Church of ſuch eminent Prerogatives 
with ſuch great Errors, andcould not be- 
lie ve, that ſo great a part of Chriſtiani- 
ty, as ſhe poſſeſſes, and ſo many Guides of 
Souls that are in her, ſhould all be in the 
wrong. Thus his Modeſly and Charity to
